And now this bell is 
used for another purpose and a more 
important purpose—th»t the young 
of our households be sheltered in their 
own homes and shielded from temp. 
tatlon. We are glad of this agita- 
tion that Is being revived—not to 
cover the material fire, but to hide 
from view the sin and wretchedness 
that is seen in all of Its allurements 
after night. The glided palaces of 
sin, the first stepping stones to the 
lower sinks of iniquity, but the latter 
less infamous, as tbe former starts 
them in their downward course. The 
mother heart of the nation are the 
ones who are beseeching the munici- 
pal authorities for the old practice 
for the protection of the childhood 
and home. 
Tbe children are the 


wards of tbe state and entitled to its 
watchful care. 


Many of the children on the street 


are of parents wno are addicted to the 
drint titbit. Some are orphans, in- 
deed, and need to be looked after; 
and some children are on tbe street 
whose parents are on pleasure bent, 
and are too busy to consider the dan 
ger of their now innocent and good 
children, are exposed, and others, 
also, whose parents are of easy virtue, 
of which the home training does not 
restrain.

"Bolk-i in witchcraft,"' said the 


lecrarw. "was shared by the whole 
human race fr<>m the earliest times 
down to the seventeenth century. 
Tribes of people have been found 
living in a state of extreme barba- 
rism, and it is believed by travelers 
that they were utterly without ideas 
of religion; still even among these 
there was a strong 1,-elief in the su~ 
pernatural in human form. Accord- 
ing to tho pagan idea, the first asso- 
eiatidn of death and all evil was 
with some similar agency. They 
had no conception of natural de- 
cease — all 
death 
was 
murder 


through soriie superhuman power. 
This belief in witchcraft was deep- 
ly rooted and accepted by all with- 
out question. 


"This belief now is entirely ex- 


tinct among- educated people. What 
has, then, caused this change; It is 
not argument. A powerful caxise 
has been at work, and it is the gi- 
gantic development ot" physical sci- 
ence since chit days of Newton and 
Descarta«. This new force supplant- 
ed superstition in the minds of the 
people just as clover will choke out 
weeds." 


Relating to evidence, Mr. Fiske 


narrated several instances which 
showed the power of the belief in 
the old world long before the fa- 
inotisi Salem witchcraft in the new. 
One of the first recorded was the 
trial of two old women in England 
for bewitching six girls and an in- 
fant boy. The child being ill, the 
mother " suspected it to be a victim 
of witchcraft, the most iiutuful sup- 
position at that time. She consulted 
a country physician, who advised 
her to bang tho child's crib blanket 
up during tbe day, and if she found 
anything strange about it to throw 
it in the fire. She did so, and when 
she looked at the blanket found a 
frog on it When thrown in the fire, 
it blazed suddenly, then vanished 
with a queer noise. At the same 
hour one cf the old women sitting 
before her fire had her face scorch- 
ed, which immediately aroused sus- 
picion against her. About the same 
time the other children were seised, 
with pains, causing convulsions and 
other such symptoms of evil prac- 
tice, upon which the two old women 
suspected were tried, conyicted and 
hanged. 


During the middle ages the ex- 


ecutions for witchcraft were numer- 
ous. The last sentences of death for 
witchcraft occurred in England in 
1712, in Scotland in 1722, in Ger- 
many in 1749 and in Spain in 1781. 


In this country the first accused 


of witchcraft was Margaret Jones 
at Charlestown, who aroused suspi- 
cion by her opposition to tbe usual 
forms of medicinal practice, such as 
bleeding and Iseches, and who ef- 
fected remedies through the means 
of simple herbs. 


Professor Fiske concluded by sum- 


ming up the probable reason for tho 
Salem horror, which he traced, not 
as some historians do, to a deliber- 
ate plot, but rather to the influence 
of superstitious excitement on thii 
minds of children and hysterical 
women, causing a sort of morbid 
Jitri V«~i"ui*iit::RF, V>"i4JCji W«35 IB T"t3*ij 
an abnormal mental state. 


"With this period the belief in 


witchcraft vanished. It marks tho 
gulf which separates our time of 
civilization from the dark 'lays of 
superstition. It gives us some dim 
idea of what the terrors must have 
been when this superstition was at 
its prime, when hundreds of victims 
w*'reburned at; the Mtake. and causes- 
ns TO be thankful that tho grim spec- 
ter has forever disappeared."—New 
York Tribune,

North America. His plan is to make a 
cable with two separate conductors in- 
closed iii the same armor, so as to form 
a complete circuit, aud every 100 or 150 
tui'.es he will introduce stretches of 
cable with three such conductors, the 
third being a wire of high resistance, 
the- jrarpc!* o£ which is to act x* a sort 
of urtiftVial and protected leak. One end 
of ibis third wire, will bo connected with 
the ]>ositive conductor and tho other 
with the negative one. By this device 
the static charge on ouo wiro will neu- 
tralize that on the other, and all retarda- 
tion will be avoided. The expectation 
is to multiply four or five times tins 
jiuxuberof words now sent over Atlantic. 
cables, to increase to 70 or SO the 13 
words per minute that could bf sent 
over a single core cable to Hawaii, and 
raise from 15 to 75 the words seut from 
London to Cape Town. — I\e\v York 
Times.

Ben Simons, the 
self-confessed 


murderer of William Bentley, is now 
a prisoner at the coanty jail, where 
he will in all probability remain un- 
til after his case la tried la common 
pleas court. There is every reason tc 
believe almost to an absolute cer- 
tainty that Janice Mowen will com- 
mit the murderer to the county jail, 
after the preliminary hearing, which 
will be held before him next Friday 
afternoon, to await the session of the 
next grand jury, at which time, it is 
almost equally probable, the prisoner 
will be indicted for murder in the 
first degree, as he is now charged in 
tbe affidadlt which Oapt. Bell signed 
in Justice Mowen's court yesterday 
afternoon. 


As was stated in the TIMES-DEMO- 


CRAT yesterday, when arraigned be- 
fore Justice Mowen upon a charge of 
murder in the first degree, the mur- 
derer stated that he would plead 
guilty to a charge of shooting Bent 
ley in self-defense, but would not 
plead guilty to having committed a 
crime for which the penalty in this 
state 
is death by electrocution. 


Although an uneducated negro of the 
most illiterate type, Simons is shrewd 
enough to know that his only chance 
of ever again being a free mortal de 
penda upon his plea of having killed 
Bentley in self-defense, and from the 


ry moment be was so cleverly cap- 


tured by policeman William Bacome 
up until, this afternoon, he has not 
permitted one word to fall from bis 
lips that would contradict his claim 
at having shot Bentley to preserve 
his own life. 


The finding of tbe razor in Bent- 


ley's clothing at tbe autopsy held 
yesterday at Crane & Moser's under 
taking establishment by Drs. Hiner, 
Tall and Hover, and in tbe presence 
of coroner Steuber and a representa- 
tive of the Tnoca-DKiiocBAT, may 
convince a jury that Bentley was a 
dangerous man, and it may even be 
shown that he carried the razar as 
weapon to use upon Simons, but it 
will be hard Indeed, for the defense to 
make any twelve men believe that 
Bentley drew that razor on Simons 
before he was shot by the latter and 
t,uG= returns! it to its hiding place 
after he was fatally wounded. In 
the first place heferald have no ob- 
ject in hiding the razor in his cloth- 
ing after he had been shot, and 
furthermore, it Is not reasonable to 
believe that he could have done so 
after the first shot was fired. To have 
placed the weapon where It was 
found when the body was stripped, 
Bentley -would have had to place It 
there with his left band by reaching 
through the opening of bis outer 
flannel shirt. The first shot took 
effect in Bentley's left shoulder and 
the bullet passed downward through 
the left lung and fractured tbe 8th 
rib of the victim, and after being so 
wounded be 
could not possibly 


have used tbe shattered and doubt- 
less paralyzed left arm in placing 
the razor In bis shirt. The second 
shot produced almost instant death,

Samuel Spyker, one of the oldest 


pioneer settlers of Sbawnee town- 
ship and one of the most prominent- 
ly known residents of Allen county, 
died at 5 o'clock this morning at his 
home, the old Spyker homestead In 
section 25 of the township named, 
about 5 mile* south of this city. 
The deceased was over 83 of age and 
leaves a large number of relatives, 
most of whom reside <n and about 
this city. Mr. Spyker was one of tbe 
most energetic and successful farm- 
ers in the county and leaves a large 
and valuable estate. His last illness 
began laat Decembc r, but he had not 
been bedfast or in a condition that 
was considered critical at any time. 
The immediate cause of his deatn 
was asthma and old age. 


BOBN rx 1813. 


Samuel Spyker was born in Circle- 


vale, Ohio,' November 13th, 1S13. 
He was a son of Henry and Elizabeth 
Spyker, who were pioneers of Picka 
way county, Ohio, but later removed 
to this 'county, where they died.

W. & 0. and we«t 
of the Lima Northern railroads* 
The area of the entire amount that 
is being condemned is about ten 
acres. The five and one-half acres 
is the land on which the Dayton Nor- 
thern intends to locate two "Y's,1 
connecting the Dayton Northern and 
the Lima Northern roads. 


The offer made for the land was 


unsatisfactory to Mr. Faurot and was 
rejected. $2,200 is said to be the 
amount asked for it by Mr. Faurot. 
Tbe value of the land will be deter- 
mined now by twelve jurymen When 
this land has been acquired, the Day- 
ton Northern will have their right of 
way complete from the Mayo proper- 
ty to the Lima Northern.
